WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama se¬ 
cured a landmark foreign 
policy victory Wednesday 
as Democrats amassed 
enough votes to ensure the 
Iran nuclear deal survives 
in Congress, despite fero¬ 


cious opposition from Re¬ 
publicans and Israel’s gov¬ 
ernment. The backing from 
Democratic Sen. Barbara 
Mikulski gives supporters of 
the agreement the crucial 
34th vote in the 100-mem- 
ber chamber they need to 
uphold an Obama veto of 
a congressional resolution 
of disapproval if Republi¬ 


cans pass such a measure 
later this month. 

And it spells failure for op¬ 
ponents of the internation¬ 
al agreement who sought 
to foil it by turning Congress 
against it. Leading that ef¬ 
fort were Israel and its allies 
in the U.S., who failed to get 
traction after spending mil¬ 
lions of dollars trying. 


The agreement signed 
by Iran, the U.S. and five 
other world powers limits 
Iran’s nuclear program in 
exchange for hundreds of 
billions of dollars in relief 
from international sanc¬ 
tions. Republicans and Is¬ 
raeli officials contend that 
concessions made to Iran 
could enable the country 


to wreak havoc throughout 
the Middle East. 

Prime Minister Benjamin Ne¬ 
tanyahu, who had person¬ 
ally lobbied U.S. lawmakers 
to block the nuclear pact, 
will continue fighting the 
agreement, an Israeli offi¬ 
cial said.

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Obama visit spotlights tough life in Alaska

ANCHORAGE, Alaska 
(AP) — President Barack 
Obama, on a historic visit 
to the Alaska Arctic, shined 
a spotlight Wednesday on 
the plight of residents in 
rural Alaska, where Alaska 
Natives and others toil un¬ 
der rough-and-tumble con¬ 
ditions that most Americans 
would be hard-pressed to 
imagine. 

Closing out his three-day 
tour of Alaska, Obama 
first dropped in on the fish¬ 
ing village of Dillingham in 
Western Alaska to inspect 
one of the biggest sockeye 
salmon runs in the world 
and underscore the need 
to “protect this incredible 
natural resource, not just 
for the people whose live¬ 
lihoods depends on it, but 
for the entire country.” 

From there, he was trav¬ 
eling north of the Arctic 
Circle to the town of Kotze¬ 
bue, a regional hub with a 
population of barely more 


to the U.S. Census Bureau. 
And even more lack com¬ 
plete plumbing. Instead, 
many use the “honey buck¬ 
et" system — five-gallon 
drums fhaf serve as make¬ 
shift toilets are emptied into 
nearby sewage lagoons. 
The president's goal was 
to showcase the havoc he 
says human-influenced cli¬ 
mate change is wreaking 
on Alaska’s delicate land¬ 
scape: entire rural villages 
sinking into the ground as 
permafrost thaws, protec¬ 
tive sea ice melts and tem¬ 
peratures climb. 

Alaska Natives have joined 
the president in sound¬ 
ing the alarm on climate 
change. Yet the obstacles 
they confront daily in rural 
Alaska extend far deeper, 
raising questions about 
whether the federal gov¬ 
ernment has done enough 
to help some of the coun¬ 
try’s most destitute citizens. 
This is a life of subsistence 
hunting for bowhead 
whales, walruses and seals. 


we need to do more to fix 
it.” 

Even as Obama’s travels 
brought him near the Ber¬ 
ing Sea, U.S. officials re¬ 
ported the presence of five 
Chinese PLA Navy ships in 
fhe sea — fhe first time they 
have been observed there. 
White House press secre¬ 
tary Josh Earnest said U.S. 
officials don't view the Chi¬ 
nese vessels to be a threat 
but he added that the rea¬ 
son for their presence “is still 
unclear." 

The ships were participat¬

Marshall Wittmann, 

spokesman for the pro-ls- 
rael lobby AIPAC, said his 
group also would contin¬ 
ue rallying opposition to 
the nuclear agreement. 
Senate Majority Leader 
Mitch McConnell, a Re¬ 
publican, grudgingly 

acknowledged that his 
side would not be able 
to block the deal after 
Obama, in his words, se¬ 
cured “the tepid, restrict¬ 
ed and partisan support 
of one-third of one house 
of Congress.” McConnell 
spared fhe accord no 
criticism, saying it leaves 
Iran “with a threshold nu¬ 
clear capability.” 

In a letter delivered to 
Congress Wednesday, 
Secretary of Sfate John 
Kerry called Israel's se¬ 
curity “sacrosanct,” re¬ 
counting the billions of 
dollars fhe U.S. has pro¬ 
vided the Jewish state for 
missile defense and other 
security assistance. U.S. 
and Israeli officials, he 
said, are working on a 
deal to “cement for fhe 
next decade our unprec¬ 
edented levels of military 
assistance." 

The letter was sent as 
Kerry defended the Iran 
deal in Philadelphia. His 
speech was carried live 
on television in Iran, an 
unusual occurrence. 
“Rejecting this agree¬ 
ment would not be send¬ 
ing a signal of resolve to 
Iran, it would be broad¬ 
casting a message so 


puzzling that most people 
across the globe would 
find it impossible to com¬ 
prehend," Kerry told law¬ 
makers and civil leaders 
at the National Constitu¬ 
tion Center. 

“It's hard to conceive of 
a quicker or more self¬ 
destructive blow to our 
nation’s credibility and 
leadership — not only 
with respect to this one is¬ 
sue, but across the board, 
economically, politically, 
militarily, even morally. 

He said the Obama ad¬ 
ministration would ensure 
that America’s Arab al¬ 
lies, like Israel, would have 
the “political and military 
support they need” to 
protect themselves from 
the threat posed by Iran. 
White House press secre¬ 
tary Josh Earnest called 
the growing support a 
validation of Obama’s 
effort to “make sure that 
every member of the Sen¬ 
ate understands exactly 
what's included in the 
agreement.” 

The deal sets Iran back 
so that it is at least a year 
away from being able to 
produce enough nuclear 
material for a weapon, 
before fhe restrictions 
ease after a decade. 

With opposition to the 
agreement failing to take 
hold on the Democratic 
side, supporters may be 
able to muster the 41 
votes needed to block 
the disapproval resolution 
from passing in the first 
place, sparing Obama 
from having to use his

FOX LAKE, Illinois (AP) 

— U.S. law enforcement 
officials broadened the 
hunt Wednesday for three 
suspects in the fatal shoot¬ 
ing of a popular veteran 
police officer in a small 
northern Illinois community 
after a methodical house- 
to-house search turned 
up nothing. 

Hundreds of officers, aid¬ 
ed by dozens of dogs 
and numerous helicop¬ 
ters, were involved in the 
exhaustive search in Fox 
Lake after the killing of Lt. 
Charles Joseph Gliniewicz 
on Tuesday morning. That 
initial manhunt focused 
on a two-square-mile 
area near the scene of 
the shooting and ended 
around 10 p.m. Tuesday. 
Then, officers switched to 
“saturation patrols” over 
a broader area to search 
for the suspects, investi¬ 
gate any suspicious activ¬ 
ity and reassure residents, 
said Lake County Sheriff's 
Office spokesman Sgt. 
Christopher Covelli. 
Meanwhile, the Lake 
County Major Crimes Task 
Force has taken over the 
main investigation and is 
following leads, he said. 
“We're not searching in an 
enclosed perimeter area 
anymore,” Covelli said. 
“But we are saturating the 
area. I would describe it 
as numerous police offi¬ 
cers, sheriff's deputies and 
state troopers in the area

continuing to look for the 
offenders, continuing to 
investigate suspicious ac¬ 
tivity and being available 
for residents.” 

Authorities from across the 
state and region joined 
the manhunt Tuesday in 
the village about 60 miles 
north of Chicago. 

Some wore tactical gear 
and toted high-powered 
rifles. Officers took up po¬ 
sitions on rooftops and 
along railroad tracks. 


scanning the terrain with 
rifle scopes and binocu¬ 
lars. Others leaned out of 
helicopters with weap¬ 
ons at the ready. Federal 
agencies, SWAT teams 
and 48 police dogs assist¬ 
ed in the manhunt, Covelli 
said. 

Residents of the usu¬ 
ally sleepy village were 
urged to stay indoors, 
and schools that went on 
lockdown the day of the 
shooting were closed a 


day later. 

Gliniewicz radioed in Tues¬ 
day morning to tell dis¬ 
patchers he was chasing 
three men on foot, Cov¬ 
elli said. Communication 
with him was lost soon af¬ 
ter. Covelli said backup 
officers found him injured 
with a gunshot wound 
and that he died soon af¬ 
ter. 

An emotional Fox Lake 
Mayor Donny Schmit de¬ 
scribed the slain officer as 


a personal friend, a three- 
decade member of the 
department and a father 
of four sons. 

“We lost a family mem¬ 
ber,” Schmit said of the 
52-year-old officer known 
around town as “Gl Joe." 
"His commitment to the 
people of this community 
has been unmatched and 
will be dearly missed." 
Workers adorned the vil¬ 
lage hall with black and 
purple bunting in a dis¬ 
play of mourning and sev¬ 
eral evening vigils were 
planned. 

Eleven-year-old Takoa 
Thomas, a sixth grader, 
stood on the side of a 
road with a handmade 
sign that read “Cops' lives 
matter. RIP Gl Joe.” 

The area near the Wiscon¬ 
sin border area is popular 
for boating and other out¬ 
door pursuits because of 
its forest preserves and a 
chain of lakes that partly 
encircles Fox Lake. Some 
longtime city dwellers 
move to the region for 
what is normally a quieter 
lifestyle. 

Gliniewicz’s death is the 
third law enforcement 
fatality in Illinois this year, 
according to the Law En¬ 
forcement Officers Memo¬ 
rial Fund. It says firearms- 
related deaths in the U.S. 
are down 13 percent this 
year compared to the 
same period last year, 
Jan. 1. to Sept. 1; there 
were 30 last year and 26

DALLAS (AP) — A second 
video that captured Texas 
deputies fatally shooting 
a man whose hands were 
raised appears to show 
that he was holding a knife, 
a sheriff said Wednesday, 


declining to release the 
video because the investi¬ 
gation is still going on. 
Sheriff Susan Pamerleau 
said at a news conference 
that the video has been 
forwarded to the Texas De¬ 
partment of Public Safety's 
crime lab to see if the foot-

age can be blown up and 
slowed down to establish 
the sequence of Friday’s 
events. Although it’s un¬ 
clear from the video what 
41-year-old Gilbert Flores 
may have been holding 
while facing deputies with 
his hands up outside of a 


home near San Antonio, in¬ 
vestigators believe it was a 
knife, she said. 

“There's no doubt that 
what was shown in that 
video is of grave concern 
to all of us, but we also 
want to get this right,” Pa¬ 
merleau said of the investi¬ 
gation, which also involves 
the FBI. She declined to say 
whether investigators re¬ 
covered a knife from the 
scene after the shooting. 

A separate video taken by 
a motorist and released 
publicly shows Flores raise 
his arms in apparent surren¬ 
der and stand motionless 
just before the two depu¬ 
ties opened fire, killing him. 
A utility pole obscured one 
of his arms in that video, 
but Pamerleau said the 
second video, which was 
taken from a different an¬ 
gle, showed that both of 
Flores’ arms were raised 
when he was shot. 

“We're not drawing any 
conclusions at this point,” 
she said. “That would be in¬ 
appropriate to do so.” 


The deputies, Greg 
Vasquez and Robert San¬ 
chez, have been placed 
on administrative leave. 
San Antonio attorney 
Thomas J. Henry, who is rep¬ 
resenting the Flores family, 
previously told The Associ¬ 
ated Press that the initial 
video appears to show that 
deadly force was unneces¬ 
sary. 

“From a lay perspective, 
seeing the video, it does 
appear the immediate 
danger is gone because 
he had both hands in the 
air,” Henry said. “Now there 
are other videos and other 
pieces of evidence that 
we want to gather.” 

He said the family is con¬ 
sidering filing a lawsuit to 
compel the authorities to 
turn over more evidence. 
Juan Contreras, president 
of the Deputy Sheriff's As¬ 
sociation of Bexar Coun¬ 
ty, which is the deputies' 
union, said there are many 
aspects of the case that 
haven’t been disclosed by 
the authorities. □ 
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Judge refuses to drop charges against Baltimore police

BALTIMORE (AP) — A Bal¬ 
timore judge on Wednes¬ 
day refused to dismiss 
charges against six police 
officers in connection with 
the death of a black man 
who had been seriously in¬ 
jured while in custody. The 
judge also refused to re¬ 
move the prosecutor in the 
case that sparked riots in 
Baltimore last spring. 

During a pretrial hearing. 
Judge Barry Williams de¬ 
nied a defense motion for 
the charges to be dropped 
against the officers in the 
death of 25-year-old Fred¬ 
die Gray, who endured a 
severe spinal cord injury 
while in police custody on 
April 12 and died a week 
later. 

Defense attorneys had 
sought to drop the charg¬ 
es — which range from 
second-degree assault to 
second-degree murder — 
because of prosecutorial 
misconduct on the part of 
State’s Attorney Marilyn 
Mosby. Williams, however, 
said that while Mosby’s 
public comments regard¬ 
ing initial statements made 
by the officers to investiga¬ 


tors were “troubling,” they 
are not likely to prejudice 
a jury. 

Andrew Graham, an at¬ 
torney representing Offi¬ 
cer Caesar Goodson, had 
unsuccessfully argued fhaf 
Mosby's comments after 
filing charges against the 
officers were “reckless and 
unprofessional,” and vio¬ 
lated the rules of conduct. 
Graham likened Mosby’s 
comments on the case to 
a “pep rally calling for pay¬ 
back." 

Williams was later to rule 
on a motion for Mosby to 
recuse herself due to what 
defense attorneys charac¬ 
terize as conflicts of inter¬ 
est. 

Officers Edward Nero, Gar¬ 
rett Miller, William Porter 
and Goodson, as well as 
Lt. Brian Rice and Sgt. Ali¬ 
cia White, face charges in 
Gray's death. They did not 
attend the hearing. 

All the officers face second- 
degree assault, reckless 
endangerment and mis¬ 
conduct in office charges. 
Rice, Porter and White also 
face manslaughter charg¬ 
es, and Goodson faces an 
additional charge of sec¬ 
ond-degree murder.Q 


Canadian pleads not guilty at 
4th trial to killing two in 1988 


NASHUA, N.H. (AP) — A 

Canadian man who’s 
been tried three times for 
the 1988 slayings of two 
New Hampshire women 
has pleaded not guilty 
to murder charges in his 
fourth trial. 

The Nashua Telegraph re¬ 
ports that 48-year-old An¬ 
thony Barnaby entered 
the pleas Tuesday on two 
counts each of first- and 
second-degree murder. 
Police say Barnaby and 


54-year-old David Caplin 
stabbed Brenda Warner 
and Charlene Ranstrom 
to death in October 1988 
in the women’s Nashua 
apartment. 

Three juries failed to con¬ 
vict or acquit Barnaby, 
the last time in 1990. First- 
degree murder charg¬ 
es against Caplin were 
dropped after courts 
tossed much of the evi¬ 
dence. Both men returned 
to Canada.Q

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Factory orders in America edge

WASHINGTON (AP) — Or¬ 
ders to U.S. factories post¬ 
ed a modest gain in July, 
helped by the biggest rise 
in motor vehicles orders in 
a year and a solid gain in 
a category that tracks busi¬ 
ness investment plans. 
Factory orders rose 0.4 per¬ 
cent in July, the Commerce 
Department reported 
Wednesday. Orders had in¬ 
creased a much larger 2.2 


percent in June. 

The modest increase in fac¬ 
tory orders in July suggests 
that manufacturing is still 
grappling with a variety 
of challenges, from falling 
energy prices to a stronger 
dollar, which hurts exports. 
But a key category that 
tracks business investment 
plans climbed 2.1 percent, 
posting the strongest gain 
in 13 months. 

For July, orders for motor 
vehicles surged 4 percent. 


the largest jump since July 
2014. 

Orders for durable goods, 
items expected to last at 
least three years like bi¬ 
cycles and battleships, in¬ 
creased 2.2 percent in July, 
slightly stronger than the 2 
percent estimate the gov¬ 
ernment made last week. 
Orders for nondurable 
goods such as chemicals 
and paper, fell 1.3 percent 
in July after a 0.4 percent 
rise in June. 



up 0.4 percent in July 


Orders in the business in¬ 
vestment category had 
fallen in four of the previous 
five months before June, re¬ 
flecting the soft patch that 
manufacturing has faced 
this year. 

U.S. manufacturers must 
contend with a number 
of headwinds including a 
sharp slowdown in growth 
in China, a strong dollar, 
which makes U.S. products 
more expensive in export 
markets, and falling oil 


prices, which have caused 
energy companies to cut 
back on their invest spend¬ 
ing. 

On Tuesday, the Institute 
for Supply Management 
reported that its manufac¬ 
turing index slid to 51.1 last 
month from 52.7 in July. It 
was the second straight 
drop. Economists had been 
expecting the index to re¬ 
bound modestly in August. 
Anything above 50 signals

WASHINGTON (AP) — While 
U.S. housing and auto sales 
showed strength over the 
summer, manufacturers 
were feeling pressure from 
China's economic slow¬ 
down and the oil industry 
was squeezed by lower 


energy prices. That’s the 
U.S. economic picture that 
emerges from the Federal 
Reserve’s latest look at busi¬ 
ness conditions around the 
country. The Fed said 11 
of its 12 regional banks re¬ 
ported that the economy 
grew at least modestly in 
July through mid-August. 


One of the Fed’s regions — 
Cleveland — reported only 
slight growth. 

The Fed report, known as 
the beige book, will be 
used for discussion when 
the central bank meets 
next on Sept. 16-17. The 
gathering will be closely 
watched because of the 


possibility it will decide to 
start raising interest rates 
from record lows near zero. 
The recent stock market 
turbulence, triggered by 
worries about China's slow¬ 
down, has led some ana¬ 
lysts to lower the odds for 
a Fed move in September. 
But other economists still 
believe a Fed rate hike this 
month is likely, especially 
if markets stabilize and Fri¬ 
day's unemployment re¬ 
port shows strong job gains 
continued in August. 
Jennifer Lee, senior econo¬ 
mist at BMO Capital Eco¬ 
nomics, viewed the overall 
tone of the survey as “a 
tad more positive" than the 
previous report. “It doesn’t 
appear that economic 
activity has slowed much 
since July, at least as of a 
week ago,” she said. “No 
reason, here at least, for 
a delay in tightening” Fed 
interest rates. The survey 
was based on information 
collected before Aug. 24, 
which means it doesn’t re¬ 
flect the stock market tur¬ 
moil that occurred at the 
end of August. 

Analysts at TD Economics 
said in a research that while 


there was little overlap 
with the recent wild mar¬ 
ket swings, the report did 
show that the strong dol¬ 
lar and Chinese economic 
slowdown were weighing 
on activity, particularly in 
manufacturing. 

The beige book revealed 
a mixed picture for manu¬ 
facturing, with 10 regions 
reporting stable or positive 
growth overall but New 
York and Kansas City see¬ 
ing declines. 

The Boston, Philadelphia, 
Cleveland, Richmond and 
Dallas districts all said that 
a strong dollar had damp¬ 
ened manufacturing activ¬ 
ity. Three districts cited Chi¬ 
na’s deceleration as drag¬ 
ging on some business. The 
Chinese slowdown hurt de¬ 
mand for wood products in 
the San Francisco district, 
chemicals in the Boston 
area and high-tech goods 
in the Dallas region. 

The survey found that real 
estate activity improved 
throughout the country, 
with home sales and home 
prices climbing in all 12 
districts.

US productivity up 3.3 percent in spring, labor costs fall

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
productivity in the spring 
rose at the fastest pace 
since late 2013, while labor 
costs declined. 

Worker productivity in¬ 
creased at an annual rate 
of 3.3 percent in the April- 
June quarter, the Labor 
Department reported 


Wednesday. That was a 
rebound from the first quar¬ 
ter when productivity had 
fallen at a 1.1 percent rate 
and a sizeable upward 
revision from the govern¬ 
ment's first estimate of a 1.3 
percent growth rate. 

Labor costs fell at a 1.4 per¬ 
cent rate in the second 
quarter, indicating that 
wages are not rising even 


as unemployment declines. 
Even with the strong gain 
in the second quarter, 
productivity over the past 
year has increased by just 
0.7 percent, far below the 
long-run average of 2.2 
percent. Productivity, the 
amount of output per hour 
of work, has been sluggish 
since the recession and 
economists have been at 


a loss to explain the reason 
for this weakness. 

“This update does not 
change the underlying 
story. Productivity growth 
remains low,” said Patrick 
Newport, an economist 
at IHS Global Insight. “Pro¬ 
ductivity’s slow pace has 
the (economics) profession 
puzzled." 

Faster productivity growth 


allows employers to boost 
pay without pushing up in¬ 
flation. The Federal Reserve 
closes monitors both pro¬ 
ductivity and labor costs 
to determine whether infla¬ 
tion is starting to become 
a problem. However, the 
deep recession of 2007- 
2009 has left workers with 
less ability to demand high¬ 
er wages. □ 
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Man gets jail for writing racist graffiti on refugees’ homes

CONCORD, New Hamp¬ 
shire (AP) — A man who 

said he was “angry at an 
imperfect world” admitted 
Wednesday he scrawled 
racist graffiti on the homes 
of four African refugee 
families; he was sentenced 
to a year in jail. 

Raymond Stevens, 44, of 
Concord pleaded guilty 


to criminal mischief — a 
special felony because 
his conduct is considered 
a hate crime. He also was 
sentenced to five years’ 
probation upon release 
from jail, 

and any future violation 
can trigger a resentencing 
hearing where he would 
face 10 to 30 years in pris¬ 
on. 

Police say Stevens wrote 


hateful messages in black 
permanent marker on the 
homes of refugee families 
in a Concord neighbor¬ 
hood in 2011 and 2012. On 
one home was scrawled: 
“The sub humans in this 
house are enjoying a free 
ride”; on another, it said: 
“Go back to your hell and 
leave us alone.” 

Victim statements read in 
court told of the effect the 


graffiti had on the refugees. 
“My heart was distressed. 
I was violated as a human 
being,” wrote Manasse 
Ngendahayo. 

Others said it thrust them 
back into the daily terror 
they had lived with in the 
Congo and Rwanda. 

They stopped venturing into 
the community they had 
come to call home; some 
moved to other states. 


Stevens told the judge he 
was “deeply remorseful 
for the pain I have caused 
those good families.” 
“Please know I was never a 
violent man —just mentally 
ill and in need of help,” Ste¬ 
vens said. His lawyer said it 
was after his arrest and an 
attempt to kill himself that 
he was diagnosed with 
mental health issues that 
had gone untreated. □

DENVER (AP) — James Hol¬ 
mes told his psychiatrist 
that he wanted to kill peo¬ 
ple to make up for his fail¬ 
ure in science, more than 
a month before he went 
on rampage at a Colora¬ 
do movie theater killing 12 
people and injuring more 
than 70, according to new¬ 
ly released documents. 

The head of his neurosci¬ 
ence graduate program 
called a campus police 
officer to relay the infor¬ 
mation, according to the 
documents. 

The call, never previously 
disclosed, came just after 
the psychiatrist expressed 
similar concerns to the

same University of Colo¬ 
rado police officer in June 
2012, when Holmes abrupt¬ 
ly ended his academic ca¬ 
reer after repeatedly shar¬ 
ing his homicidal urges. 

But the documents show 
the officer did little other 
than check to see whether 
Holmes had a criminal re¬ 
cord and deactivate his 
campus access cards. And 
his psychiatrist declined to 
detain Holmes, who had 
revealed no specific tar¬ 
gets or threats, because 
she thought it would only 
“inflame him.” A judge last 
week sentenced Holmes 
to life in prison without pa¬ 
role after jurors couldn’t 
agree that he deserved 
the death penalty. Q 


Texas clinics file Supreme Court appeal of abortion law

WASHINGTON (AP) — Texas 
abortion clinics are asking 
the Supreme Court to take 
up a major case about 
abortion rights in the midst 
of the 2016 presidential 
campaign. 

The clinics said they filed an 
appeal Wednesday aimed 
at permanently blocking 
parts of a state law that al¬ 
ready have forced nearly 
two dozen clinics to close 
and would leave the sec¬ 
ond most populous state 
with 10 abortion provid¬ 


ers. If the law passed in 
2013 takes full effect, there 
would be no clinic west of 
San Anfonio and only one 
would operate on a lim¬ 
ited basis in the Rio Grande 
Valley. In June, the justices 
granted an emergency 
appeal to put new clinic 
regulations on hold tempo¬ 
rarily while the clinics ap¬ 
pealed to the high court. 
The justices’ action was a 
strong indication that they 
eventually would take up 
the case. Texas had 41 
clinics when the law took 
effect; 18 remain. Republi¬ 


can presidential candidate 
Rick Perry was Texas’ gov¬ 
ernor in 2013 and signed 
the bill into law. The justices 
probably won’t consider 
whether to hear the case 
for another two months, but 
that would still leave ample 
time to schedule argument 
and render a decision by 
late June. The legal fight is 
over two provisions of the 
law. One requires abortion 
facilities to be constructed 
like surgical centers. The 
other only allows doctors to 
perform abortions at clinics 
if they have admitting privi¬ 


leges at a local hospital. 
The case could allow the 
justices to give more defini¬ 
tion to the key phrase from 
their last big abortion rul¬ 
ing, Planned Parenthood 
v. Casey, in 1992. States 
generally can regulate 
abortion unless doing so 
places “an undue burden” 
on a woman’s right to get 
an abortion. Backers of the 
regulations say they are 
common-sense measures 
intended to protect wom¬ 
en. Abortion rights groups 
say the regulations have 
only one aim: to make it 


harder, if not impossible, for 
women to get abortions in 
Texas. A three-judge pan¬ 
el of the federal appeals 
court in New Orleans up¬ 
held the new clinic regu¬ 
lations in June and would 
have allowed them to be 
in force even during the Su¬ 
preme Court appeal. 

The justices voted 5-4 to 
prevent that from happen¬ 
ing. Chief Justice John Rob¬ 
erts and Justices Samuel 
Alito, Antonin Scalia and 
Clarence Thomas would 
have allowed the state to

New Ukraine doctrine declares Russia military opponent 
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Masked men kidnap 18 Turkish workers in Iraqi capital

BAGHDAD (AP) — Masked 
men in military uniforms kid¬ 
napped 18 Turkish citizens 
in Baghdad early Wednes¬ 
day, bundling them into 
several SUVs and speeding 
away in a brazen opera¬ 
tion that laid bare serious 
security gaps in the heavily 
defended city. 

Iraqi and Turkish officials 
said the 18 are employed 
by Nurol Insaat, a Turk¬ 
ish construction compa¬ 
ny contracted to build 
a sports complex in the 
sprawling Shiite district of 
Sadr City. The kidnappers 
stormed the construction 
site, where the workers 
were sleeping in caravans, 
breaking down doors and 
disarming the guards be¬ 
fore taking the workers 
away, they said. 

The Iraqi officials said an 
Iraqi national was kid¬ 
napped along with the 
Turks. 

Iraqi Prime Minister Haider 
al-Abadi blamed orga¬ 
nized crime for the kidnap¬ 
ping, but did not elabo¬ 
rate. 

Turkish Foreign Ministry 
Spokesman Tanju Bilgic said 
those kidnapped included 
14 workers, three engineers 
and one accountant. He 
said the kidnappers spe¬ 
cifically targeted Turkish 
nationals, picking them out 
from the rest and leaving 
behind workers from other 
countries. 

“The Iraqi authorities for the 
time being do not have in¬ 
formation on how the in¬ 
cident occurred or who 
captured them," Turkish 
Deputy Prime Minister Nu- 
man Kurtulmus told report¬ 
ers. 

In Baghdad, Interior Minis¬ 
try spokesman Saad Maan 
told The Associated Press 
that authorities are investi¬ 
gating the incident. Neither 


the identity nor the motives 
of the kidnappers were im¬ 
mediately known, though 
both criminal gangs and 
the Islamic State group 
both have kidnapped for¬ 
eigners in the past. 

The sports complex ap¬ 
pears to be nearly com¬ 
plete. A sign outside says 
it includes a 30,000-seat 
soccer stadium, a track 
and field facility and a 50- 
room hotel. Turkey recently 
began launching airstrikes 
against the Islamic State 
group in Syria and allowing 
U.S. warplanes to use bas¬ 
es in southeastern Turkey 
to strike the Sunni extremist 
group, it launched a simul¬ 
taneous air campaign in 
northern Iraq against the 
Kurdistan Workers’ Party, 
or PKK, a Kurdish militant 
group. Islamic State mili¬ 
tants seized 49 diplomatic 
staff and family members 
from the Turkish consulate 
in Mosul when they cap¬ 
tured the northern Iraqi city 
in June 2014. The group 
held them for three months 
before releasing them un¬ 
harmed. Turkish officials 
have suggested — but 
never formally confirmed 
— that the release was se¬ 
cured in exchange for Is¬ 
lamic State prisoners held 
in Turkey.

Bombs at mosque in Yemen’s capital kill at least 20 people

An Islamic State-claimed 
suicide bomber and a

The suicide bomber blew 
himself up inside the 
mosque during the eve¬ 
ning call to prayers, while 
the car bomb exploded 
outside an entrance, they 
said.

Witnesses said the car 
bomb exploded while 
people were carrying out 
the wounded from inside 
the mosque, adding to the 
casualties. 

One witness, Hamid Ali, said 
the explosions left body 
parts and bloodied floors 
in the mosque frequented 
by both Sunni and Shiite 
Muslims.

Thai police: Suspect acknowledges being near bomb scene

20 people and injured 
more than 120, or anoth¬ 
er explosion the following 
day near a busy river pier 
that caused no casualties. 
“It is in the nature of the 
suspect to deny it, but he 
admits that he was there 
in the area when it hap¬ 
pened," Chakthip said.

PYONGYANG, North Ko¬ 
rea (AP) — If an Air Koryo 
passenger ignores its no¬ 
photography rule, a flight 
attendant might take the 
camera and delete the 
pictures herself. Crumpling 
up a newspaper bearing 
the image of North Korean 
leader Kim Jong Un can 
earn travelers a stern lec¬ 
ture, or worse. 

Those are among many 
quirks that may help ex¬ 
plain why North Korea’s air¬ 
line has earned a singular 
distinction: It’s been ranked 
the world’s worst airline for 
four straight years. 

Air Koryo is the only car¬ 
rier to have been awarded 
just one star in rankings re¬ 
leased recently by the UK- 
based SkyTrax consultancy 
agency. More than 180 
airlines are included in the 
five-star ranking system, 
which is widely considered 
the global benchmark of 
airline standards. 

Some experts and frequent 
Air Koryo passengers dis¬ 
agree with the “world’s 
worst" title. The airline is a 
definitely a unique ride, but 
fairly reliable, they say. The 
SkyTrax ratings are focused 
on service and not safety. 
“It’s a bit of a giggle, ac¬ 
tually. They are clearly not 
the world’s worst airline,” 
said Simon Cockerell, of 
the Koryo Group, a Beijing- 
based travel agency that 
specializes in North Korea. 
The agency has no relation 
to Air Koryo, though Cock¬ 
erell and his tourists often 
fly on the airline. 

Cockerell said Air Koryo’s 
weaknesses tend to be 
the kind of thing SkyTrax fo¬ 
cuses on: cabin attendants 
tend not to speak foreign 
languages very well, there 
is no in-flight magazine, the 
meals aren’t going to win 
any awards and, on older 


planes, condensation from 
the cooling systems tended 
to dampen seats and drip 
on passengers. 

“It's not Emirates,” he said, 
referring to Dubai's Emir¬ 
ates Airlines, a four-star ac¬ 
cording to SkyTrax. “It’s not 
quite the flying experience 
people are used to.”

El Salvador hit new 
murder milestone 
with deadly August 

SAN SALVADOR, El Salva¬ 
dor (AP) — El Salvador has 
hit yet another grisly mile¬ 
stone: A record murder 
rate in August. A national 
forensics institute which 
tracks homicides says the 
Central American nation 
recorded 911 last month. 
It’s an average of nearly 
30 a day. Institute director 
Miguel Fortin Magana said 
Wednesday that August 
was “without doubt the 
most violent in El Salvador's 
history.” On Aug. 23 alone 
there were 52 murders, 
making it the bloodiest day 
of the year. 

Terrorized by brutal street 
gangs, El Salvador is one 
of the world’s deadliest na¬ 
tions. The country has al¬ 
ready surpassed last year's 
murder total of 3,942, with 
4,246 killings in the first eight 
months of 2015. 

Paraguay: farmers 
protest the burning 
of their marijuana 

ASUNCION, Paraguay (AP) 

— About 100 marijuana 
farmers in Paraguay are 
staging a protest against 
the recent burning of their 
pot by anti-drug agents. 
The farmers demonstrated 
Wednesday in the coun¬ 
try’s northern state of San 
Pedro. They say the burn¬ 
ing of some 345 acres (140 
hectares) of their mari¬ 
juana threatens their liveli¬ 
hood. 

Marijuana is illegal in Para¬ 
guay, a poor, landlocked 
country in the heart of 
South America. 

But farmer Gabriel Dos 
Santos says that he grows 
pot at the risk of prison 
because the government 
doesn't provide his impov¬ 
erished community with 
seeds to produce anything 
else. 

Paraguay’s anti-drug chief 
Luis Rojas says marijuana is 
illegal and farmers should 
choose other crops as 
sources of income. He says 
pot might be more lucra¬ 
tive, but argues that farm¬ 
ers don’t depend on it for 
their survival. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — Tim 

Howard returned to the 
U.S. soccer team know¬ 
ing he’d be playing be¬ 
hind Brad Guzan at least 
through mid-October. 

Just don’t call the 2014 
World Cup standout a 
“backup.” 

After coach Jurgen Klins¬ 
mann Wednesday said 
Guzan would remain his 
starting goalkeeper — bar¬ 
ring injury — through a criti¬ 
cal playoff match against 
Mexico, Howard refuted 
the suggestion he’d view 
himself differently. 

“Never been a backup,” 
Howard said. “I think that’s 
a mentality. I work my tail 
off every day. I know what 
it means to compete at 
the highest level, to have a 
certain level of excellence, 
and I do that. I’ve never 
been a backup, I never will 
be.” 

The 36-year-old Howard 
has started for the U.S. at 


the past two World Cups. 
He announced his year¬ 
long hiatus from interna¬ 
tional play following the 
2014 tournament. 

The 30-year-old Guzan 
moved into the starting 
spot during a stretch that 
has included surprising ex¬ 


hibition wins over Germany 
and the Netherlands, and 
a 2-1 loss to Jamaica in Ju¬ 
ly’s CONCACAF Gold Cup 
semifinals. 

Mexico won that tourna¬ 
ment, forcing an Oct. 10 
meeting with the U.S. for 
the right to represent the 


CONCACAF region at the 
2017 Confederations Cup. 
Klinsmann cited those high 
stakes as a reason not to 
introduce a goalkeeping 
battle, and said he dis¬ 
cussed it with Howard be¬ 
forehand. 

“Tim accepted that,” Klins¬ 
mann said. “Now, It’s really 
about getting some consis¬ 
tency with the players and 
getting a job done in Oc¬ 
tober.” 

Exhibitions against Peru on 
Friday and Brazil on Tues¬ 
day represent final tune- 
ups before the playoff. 
Klinsmann did say he may 
consider “splitting time” 
between the duo after Oc¬ 
tober. 

Klinsmann left former cap¬ 
tain and midfielder London 
Donovan off the 2014 World 
Cup roster after Donovan 
took four months away 
from club and country from 
December 2012 to March 
2013. Donovan cited a loss 
of love for the sport when 
he took the break. He re¬ 


tired at the end of 2014. 
Howard says his was more 
practical, rooted in a need 
to spend more time with 
family and focus on con¬ 
tinuing as the regular start¬ 
er for Everton in the English 
Premier League. 

“I never lost that passion,” 
Howard said of interna¬ 
tional play. “I’ve been ex¬ 
cited about this team. I've 
missed it. I took a year out 
for my own reasons, for 
the right reasons, and one 
of those reasons wasn't 
because I've lost any pas¬ 
sion.” 

Klinsmann said Howard’s 
experience will be a valu¬ 
able component in the 
leadup to October, even if 
it comes from the sidelines. 
“His experience and who 
he is and what he’s done, 
he immediately will bal¬ 
ance things out," Klins¬ 
mann said. “He will calm 
people down. He will kind 
of look around and give 
you his two thoughts on 
things, which is great.”□

Wing, Berry in tight battle 


for Steelers punter

PITTSBURGH (AP) — The 

punting competition that 
wasn’t supposed to be 
much of a competition has 
become something else 
entirely for Brad Wing and 
Jordan Berry. 

In a largely meaningless 
game for every other po¬ 
tential starter on the Pitts¬ 
burgh Steelers roster, the 
two Australians have no 
idea how things are going 
to shake out in and follow¬ 
ing Thursday night's exhibi¬ 
tion finale against Carolina. 
Will it come down to one 
final kick? Or will it be an 
overall grade following six 
months of practicing side 
by side? They haven’t a 
clue. 

“You've just got to hope 
the work you've put in is 
enough for the coaches," 
Wing said. 

Their respective preseasons 
have been pretty much 
a wash. Berry is averag¬ 
ing 49.5 yards a punt, with 
Wing checking in at 49.1. 
Berry’s net is more than 4 
yards better (40.9 to 36.5) 
but Wing has been the 
steadier of the two. 

Of course, none of that 
could matter when the ros¬ 
ter is trimmed to 53. Con¬ 
sider this: The Steelers have 
gone through eight punters 
since 2006, averaging basi¬ 
cally a new guy back there 
behind long snapper Greg 
Warren every year. 

Wing was serviceable if 
hardly spectacular dur¬ 
ing his rookie year in 2014, 
winning the job basically 
by default after a family 
emergency forced Adam 
Podlesh to stay home. He 
found himself an unlikely 
adversary over the winter 
when the Steelers signed 


Berry, who spent four years 
at Eastern Kentucky, then 
moved back to Australia. 
He quite literally flipped 
burgers before taking an 
office job in hopes of earn¬ 
ing enough money to re¬ 
turn to the U.S. and find a 
job as a professional. The 
fact he got a chance in 
the NFL is merely a bonus. 
The two countrymen aren’t 
friends exactly, but they 
aren't enemies either. 

“It's not ideal, but that's the 
way the system is set up," 
Berry said. 

And the system calls for 
there to be only one survi¬ 
vor. Wing likes to think the 
fact he has a full season 
of doing it when it counts 
gives him an edge, even if 
it’s only in his mind. 

“I feel I have it over him," 
Wing said. “I have the ex¬ 
perience.” 

The key for Wing will be find¬ 
ing a way to press it. Special 
teams coach Danny Smith 
has taken great pains to 
make sure they get equal 
reps, though they both ad¬ 
mit they don’t spend a lot 
of time watching what the 
other is doing. They're dif¬ 
ferent kickers with different 
styles. A little tip now and 
then is appreciated, but 
it's not like they're going to 
make drastic changes. 
“You can’t watch another 
punter and pick up their 
habits,” Wing said. “QBs 
don’t throw the same. 
You’ve got to watch your¬ 
self, work with yourself.” 
Even if that leads to some 
counterintuitive thinking. 
The only person in black 
and gold who gets excited 
on fourth down might be 
Wing. Sure, he wants the 
offense to score, but when 
that doesn’t happen, he's 
only too happy to go out 


and do his job. The same 
goes for Berry, whose fa¬ 
vorite kinds of games are 
the low-scoring variety that 
allow him to go out and let 
it loose. 

Hey, it beats working at 
McDonald’s, something 
Berry believes he’s put be¬ 
hind him no matter how 
things fall.Q

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Feeling ‘tight,’ Serena Williams moves forward in Slam bid

NEW YORK (AP) — The 

enormity of what is at stake 
for Serena Williams at the 
U.S. Open — the first true 
Grand Slam in tennis in 
more than a quarter of a 
century — hit her Wednes¬ 
day. 

That, she said, is why her 
play was so uneven in the 
second round at Flushing 
Meadows, despite fac¬ 
ing a qualifier ranked only 
110th. 

And it's why, after the 10 
double-faults, two dozen 
other unforced errors and 
an all-around sloppy first 
set, Williams got pointers 
from coach Patrick Mou- 
ratoglou and headed 
straight to a practice court 
to put in work, hoping to 
repair what plagued her 
during a 7-6 (5), 6-3 vic¬ 
tory over Kiki Bertens of the 
Netherlands. 

“Today, I was a little tight,” 
Williams said. “I think it 
showed.” 

Sure did. She got broken 
early. She double-faulted 
four times — yes, four — in 
one game. She didn’t man¬ 
age to earn a break point 
against the strong-serv¬ 
ing Bertens until the 10th 
game. Williams trailed 5-3 
in the first set, finally broke 
for 5-all, but then needed 
to erase a 4-0 deficit in the 
tiebreaker. 

All attributable, at least 
in part, to thinking about 
what she is trying to ac¬ 
complish these two weeks. 
“Until today, I was OK with 
it. I just got a little nervous 
today,” the 33-year-old 
American said. “But I’ve 
been doing totally fine. I’ve 
been completely relaxed, 
chill. I've been really, really 
fine. So I'm going to get 
back into the place that I 
was, and I’ll be fine again.” 
She has won the past four 
major titles, a streak that 
began at last year’s U.S. 
Open, and 21 overall. If 
she can win five more 
matches at Flushing Mead¬ 
ows — starting in the third 
round against Bethanie 
Mattek-Sands in an all-U.S. 
matchup Friday — Williams 
would complete the first 
calendar-year Grand Slam 
in tennis since Steffi Graf in 
1988.

Also on the line for Williams: 
A 22nd major singles cham¬ 
pionship would equal Graf 
for the most in the Open 
era, which began in 1968, 
and second-most in history 
behind Margaret Court's 
24. Plus, Williams is trying to 
become the first woman 
since Chris Evert in 1975- 
78 to win four consecutive 
U.S. Opens. 

“Right now, she’s on a mis¬ 
sion to get a record,” said 
Mattek-Sands, a 30-year- 
old wild-card entry, “and 
I’m here, playing my 
game." 

Up and down all afternoon 
in Arthur Ashe Stadium, the 
No. 1-seeded Williams had 
trouble finding her game 
against Bertens, who only 
once made it as far as the 
third round in 14 majors. 

On one point, Williams hit a 
125 mph ace. On the next, 
she double-faulted. On 
one, she smacked a swing¬ 
ing forehand volley winner, 
bringing Mouratoglou to 
his feet in the stands. On 
the next, she pushed near¬ 
ly the same shot wide with 
Bertens out of position. 
Perhaps Williams was a tad 
rusty. In the first round, Wil¬ 
liams’ opponent, Vitalia Di- 
atchenko, hurt her left foot 
while running sprints before 
the match and could bare¬ 
ly move. Williams won 32 of 
37 points in that one, which 
lasted about a half-hour 
until Diatchenko stopped 
playing while down 6-0, 


2 - 0 . 

“I definitely feel like I was 
definitely a little colder,” 
Williams said. “But ... that is 
no excuse.” 

Williams complained ear¬ 
lier this season about a sore 
right elbow, and in one of 
her only two losses in 52 
matches this season, at To¬ 
ronto in August, she dou¬ 
ble-faulted 12 times. 


That defeat came against 
Swiss teen Belinda Ben- 
cic, who is seeded 12th in 
New York and was drawn 
to possibly face Williams in 
the quarterfinals. Another 
potential opponent for Wil¬ 
liams at that stage would 
be her older sister Venus, 
who played her second- 
round match later Wednes¬ 
day. 


But the younger Williams 
knows she wants to avoid 
the sort of poor beginning 
she had against Bertens. 

“I have to start out strong 
if I want to stay in the tour¬ 
nament," Williams said. “If 
not, I can go on vacation." 
Mattek-Sands made it to 
the third round at Flush¬ 
ing Meadows for the first 
time in 13 appearances 
by beating another Ameri¬ 
can, CoCo Vandeweghe, 
6 - 2 , 6 - 1 . 

“You know what? Thirty is 
the new 21," Mattek-Sands 
said. 

She is best known in tennis 
circles for her original on- 
court outfits — from knee- 
high socks to a cowboy 
hat, and plenty more — 
and her doubles success 
this year, winning the Aus¬ 
tralian Open and French 
Open with Lucie Safarova. 
They won’t be a duo at the 
U.S. Open, however, be¬ 
cause Safarova withdrew 
with an injury. 

And as for a fashion state¬ 
ment against Williams, who 
has won both of their previ¬ 
ous meetings? 

“I’ll have to see,” Mattek- 
Sands said, “what I’ve got 
packed in my bag.”Q

ZURICH (AP) — After an¬ 
nouncing his return to the 
top with a second world 
championship title in Bei¬ 
jing last month, 800-meter 
world record holder David 
Rudisha is aiming to run 
even faster at the Weltk- 
lasse Zurich meet on Thurs¬ 
day. 

Rudisha has had a difficult 
time since breaking the 
world record at the 2012 
London Olympics. The Ke¬ 
nyan missed the 2013 world 
championships with a bad 
knee and struggled to get 
back his sharpness. 

“It has been tough 2013, 
2014. I’ve been struggling 
a lot coming back,” Rudi¬ 
sha said. “I wasn’t training 
well and after missing com¬ 
petition, missing training for 
a year, things change. My 
body was like uh-uh, it was 
like it had forgotten every¬ 
thing so I had to work my 
way up there. 

“But I was always optimis¬ 
tic about getting back up 
there... The good thing is 
to be strong mentally and 
I think that helped me. 
This world championships 
was very important for my 
comeback. I’m now look¬ 
ing forward to next year 
which is a big year with the 
Olympics in Rio.” 

Unlike the wire-to-wire run 
in London — where he 
became the first runner to 
break the 1:41 barrier for 
800m — Rudisha landed 
the world title with a tacti¬ 
cal race in Beijing, but he 
has promised to test himself 


against the clock in Zurich. 
“1:43.5 was my season best 
in New York,” the 26-year- 
old said. “Since then I've 
been racing my races 
more tactical because 
of my preparation for the 
world championships, you 
saw I did a tactical race 
in Beijing. “Now that’s over 
I’m thinking of pushing a 
little bit and seeing how far 
I can go. I've been train¬ 
ing very well and I believe 
I’m in a better shape than 
1:43.5." 

Two of the favorites didn’t 
qualify for the final in Bei¬ 


jing — defending cham¬ 
pion Mohammed Aman of 
Ethiopia and Olympic silver 
medalist Nijel Amos of Bo¬ 
tswana. 

Rudisha will have to deal 
with Aman in Zurich as well 
as Adam Kszczot and Amel 
Tuka, who finished sec¬ 
ond and third at the world 
championships. 

Rudisha is one of 20 individ¬ 
ual world champions from 
Beijing who will be compet¬ 
ing at Letzigrund Stadium, 
although the all-star cast 
doesn't include Usain Bolt 
or Justin Gatlin. 


Sprint supremo Shelly- 
Ann Fraser-Pryce will be 
there, sporting another new 
hairstyle after clinching a 
third world championship 
with her plaits dyed green 
and a headband of daisies 
around her forehead. 
“Each time I get to the 
championships, it’s like 
my body knows it's at the 
championships," Fraser- 
Pryce said. “Each time I 
start to think about my hair, 
to change the color, I know 
it’s championship time. 

“I’m hoping to do a per¬ 
sonal best here.” 


Fraser-Pryce did not de¬ 
fend her 200-meter title in 
Beijing but the two-time 
Olympic champion in the 
100 will be aiming to get 
her first gold in the 200 at 
Rio de Janeiro next year 
— after finishing second in 
London. “Next year I will 
be attempting both," the 
28-year-old Jamaican said. 
“When I saw the speed the 
200 went at (at the worlds) I 
thought ‘OMG, thank God 
I wasn’t in there.’ 

“Next year’s going to be 
an awesome year for 
women's 200. It gives me a 
new goal to focus on. Now 
that I’ve seen the level the 
200 is going in I’m looking 
forward to taking the step 
up and really going for it.” 
Fraser-Pryce is unbeaten 
since May and another 
victory would secure her 
the Diamond Race title — 
one of 16 at stake. 

One of the most competi¬ 
tive events in Zurich will be 
the 400, which sees the 
fastest six finalists from Bei¬ 
jing. Wayde van Niekerk's 
winning time of 43.48 took 
the South African to fourth 
on the world all-time list, 
but LaShawn Merritt of the 
United States and Grena¬ 
da’s Kirani James will be 
out for revenge after finish¬ 
ing second and third.

Landa wins 11th Spanish Vuelta stage, Aru takes overall lead 


CORTALS D*ENCAMP, Spain 
(AP) — Mikel Landa of Spain 
raced ahead to climb the 
final ascent alone and win 
the 11 th stage of the Span¬ 
ish Vuelta in the Pyrenees 
on Wednesday, while Ita¬ 
ly’s Fabio Aru finished sec¬ 
ond to claim the overall 
race leader's jersey.

onds behind, and over¬ 
night leader Tom Dumoulin 
of Netherlands dropped to 
third, another three sec¬ 
onds back. 

Landa chose his moment 
at the foot of the Cortals 
d'Encamp summit and 
quickly built a lead of two 
minutes from the pursuing 
group which contained Aru 
and Nelson Oliveira. 

The 25-year-old Astana 
rider said he chose to at¬ 
tack without consulting his 
team because he was feel¬ 
ing strong. “I needed this,” 


Landa said. “I managed to 
enjoy riding my cycle.” 

“Aru has made a strong 
claim in the overall race 
and let’s hope he can build 
on this and hang onto his 
lead so that he can go on 
to win the Spanish Vuelta,” 
Landa said of his team¬ 
mate. 

Tour de France winner Chris 
Froome fell shortly after the 
beginning of a mountain 
stage containing four cate¬ 
gory-one summits and ap¬ 
peared to injure his knee. 
However, despite looking 


troubled and shaking his 
head frequently while on 
the four steep category 
one climbs in the stage, the 
British rider recovered suf¬ 
ficiently to finish the day in 
15th place overall — 7 min¬ 
utes, 30 seconds behind 
Landa. 

Spain's state broadcaster 
TVE said a motorcycle car¬ 
rying one of its cameramen 
had collided with a rider at 
the beginning of the cat¬ 
egory one Collada de Beix- 
alis ascent.

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Apple wants to guide your news consumption with News app

NEW YORK (AP) — Apple 
wants to be a central part 
of how you consume news. 
The iPhone maker has 
forged partnerships with 
CNN, National Geographic 
and others — more than 
50 companies so far, rep¬ 
resenting hundreds of out¬ 
lets. Apple will launch a 
News service on iPhones 
and iPads as part of a 
free software update this 
month. That means millions 
of devices will get the app 
on the home screen, with 
no separate download re¬ 
quired. 

Here's what's known so far: 

HOW IT WORKS 

You begin by choosing at 
least three news topics or 
outlets of interest. Topics 
include “cooking,” "sci¬ 
ence” and “dogs,” while 
outlets include Hearst and 
BuzzFeed. 

You get a customized feed 
of news. Just tap on any 
item to get the story in a 
layout that resembles a 
print publication — with¬ 
out a lot of clutter found on 
many websites these days. 
The app offers uniform nav¬ 
igation, but publishers can 
customize the presenta¬ 
tion to reflect their brands, 
says Troy Young, president 
of Hearst Magazines Digital 


Media. 

You can search for stories 
or browse by topic or out¬ 
let. You can like or share 
stories, or save them to 
read offline. Your interac¬ 
tions will influence future 
recommendations. 
Although Apple has part¬ 
nerships with just a few 
dozen outlets, thousands 
more are available through 
a feed technology called 
RSS. These are typically top 
headlines chosen by the 
outlet and presented in a 
standard format that vari¬ 
ous apps, such as News, 
can understand. News 
from The Associated Press 
will be available through 
the News app that way. 
News outlets choose which 
stories go into the service, 
and Apple plans to leave 
it to its software to orga¬ 
nize them. In tests of a pre¬ 
liminary version of News, 
negative stories about the 
company are still appear¬ 
ing prominently, alongside 
news on competitors. 

News outlets will experi¬ 
ment. At CNN, for instance, 
there’s a team devoted 
to adapting and creating 
content for the News app. 
For now, CNN isn’t planning 
much with breaking news, 
as Executive Vice President 
Andrew Morse sees it as 
more of a “lean-back story¬ 
telling experience,” akin to 


magazines. 

THE COST 

The service is free, and out¬ 
lets such as The New York 
Times that usually charge 
for online access are of¬ 
fering a selection of their 
stories for free. There will be 
ads. That's notable as Ap¬ 
ple is permitting ad-block- 
ing technology in its Safari 
Web browser, but not in 
apps. The outlets keep all 
revenue from any ads they 
sell. For ads Apple sells, the 
outlets get 70 percent. 

OTHER SOURCES FOR NEWS 

Ken Doctor, a media ana¬ 
lyst for Newsonomics, says 
many people now get 
news directly from an out¬ 
let's app. Otherwise, they 
get it from social media, 
such as Facebook and Twit¬ 
ter. Facebook, for instance, 
has an initiative called In¬ 
stant Articles, which prom¬ 
ises faster loading of news 
content on Facebook. 
SnapChat started a news 
section called Discover. 

Doctor says news aggrega¬ 
tors such as Apple's News 
represent another way of 
getting news, but they will 
have to prove compel¬ 
ling enough for readers to 
spend time there instead. 
Apple believes it can help 
you read what you want 


to read, without having to 
do a lot of work finding it. 
Instead of having to check 
multiple apps, just go to 
News. 

Publishers see the News 
app as a way to reach 


new audiences. Fred San- 
tarpia, chief digital officer 
for Conde Nast, says he 
can’t make people come 
to his company’s maga¬ 
zine apps, so “you have to

Report: Malware 
targeting Android 
smartphones on 
the rise 

BERLIN (AP) — Malicious software targeting smartphones 
with the Android operating system is becoming more 
common, with some handsets already infected when 
they're bought. 

A report by German security firm G DATA found that the 
samples containing such malware had increased by 25 
percent in the second quarter compared with the first 
three months of the year. 

The company's 10th such report, released Wednesday, 
found that analysts could identify a new strain of malware 
every 14 seconds. 

It says some phones by manufacturers such as Huawei 
and Xiaomi contain modified apps designed to spy on 
users or display advertising. 

G DATA spokesman Christian Lueg says the phones ap¬ 
pear to have been installed by middlemen, but in tracing 
the source “we lost the trail in China.” 

Users can detect the malware with free software. □

Wall Street rebounds a day after plunge

NEW YORK (AP) — US. 

stocks rebounded Wednes¬ 
day, recovering a signifi¬ 
cant portion of their losses 
from the day earlier. Inves¬ 
tors remain on edge after 
the latest market plunge, 
which was triggered by 
more signs of slowing 
growth in China. 

The market still has a lot of 
ground to make up follow¬ 
ing last week's major de¬ 
clines. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average added 293.03 
points, or 1.8 percent, to 
16,351.38. That index fell 
more than 470 points the 
day before. The Standard & 
Poor's 500 rose 35.01 points, 
or 1.8 percent, to 1,948.86 
and the Nasdaq compos¬ 
ite rose 113.87 points, or 2.5 
percent, 4,749.98. 

Tax preparation company 
H&R Block was the biggest 
gainer in the S&P 500, ris¬ 
ing $2.47, or 7.5 percent, 
to $35.42. The company 
reported a smaller-than- 
expected loss and an¬ 


almost daily occurrence in 
the past month. 

“Investors should expect 
more volatility,” said Mark 
Luschini, chief investment 
strategist for Janney Mont¬ 
gomery Scott. “The market 
needs to work through this 
correction, and that could 
take weeks, or maybe 
months." 

While China remains a 
dominant force in traders' 
minds, investors are now 
turning their attentions to¬ 
ward the U.S. 

A private survey showed 
that U.S. businesses added 
jobs at a steady pace last 
month, with construction 
and manufacturing show¬ 
ing solid gains. 

The payroll processor ADP 
said businesses added 
190,000 jobs last month, up 
from 177,000 in July, but be¬ 
low a six-month high set in 
June of 231,000. 

The ADP report comes two 
days before Friday’s Au¬ 
gust jobs report. Economists 
are forecasting that U.S. 
employers created 220,000

US bank earnings go up 7.3% 
in April-June quarter: report

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
banks’ earnings jumped 7.3 
percent in the April-June 
period from a year earlier 
as revenues increased and 
the volume of soured loans 
banks had fo write off fell fo 
the lowest level since be¬ 
fore the financial crisis. 

The dafa issued Wednes¬ 
day by the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corp. showed 
continued improvement for 
the banking industry seven 
years after the crisis struck. 
The number of “problem" 
banks continued to fall 
and some big banks had 
reduced expenses for legal 
sefflemenfs following large 
amounts paid out previous¬ 
ly to resolve crisis-related 
cases. 

The FDIC reported that U.S. 
banks earned $43 billion 
in the second quarter, up 
from $40.1 billion a year 
earlier. 

Nearly 60 percent of banks 
reported an increase in 
profit from a year earlier. 
Only 5.6 percent of banks 
were unprofitable. 

“The banking industry had 
another positive quarter as 
recent trends have con¬ 
tinued,” FDIC Chairman 
Martin Gruenberg said at 
a news conference. Still, 
he noted, low interest rates 
continued to crimp banks' 
profit margins on loans dur¬ 
ing the April-June period. 
Higher interest rates could 
be on the horizon if the 
Federal Reserve raises a 
key rate later this month. 
An increase by the Fed has 


been widely anticipated, 
but it has been thrown in 
doubt in recent weeks by 
global turmoil in stock mar¬ 
kets fueled by economic 
disruption in China. 

Banks are getting ready 
for higher interest rates, 
said James Chessen, chief 
economist at the American 
Bankers Association. Higher 
rates could increase the 
cost for banks to borrow to 
fund the loans they make. 
At the same time, bank 
customers seek long-term 
loans at low rates, Chessen 
noted in a statement. 
Gruenberg said regula¬ 
tors are working on alert¬ 
ing banks to the potential 
financial risks of higher in¬ 
terest rates and how they 
need to address them. 

The volume of loans that 
were written off in the sec¬ 
ond quarter fell $1.1 bil¬ 
lion, or 11.2 percent, from 
the same period last year. 
The rate of those loans de¬ 
clined from 0.5 percent to 
0.42 percent, the lowest 
level since the third quarter 
of 2006. 

Charged-off loans were 
down for all major catego¬ 
ries except commercial 
and industrial loans, and 
auto loans, the FDIC re¬ 
ported. 

Also, the amount of noncur¬ 
rent loans, those 90 days or 
more past due, continued 
to improve. Lending over¬ 
all grew by $437.8 billion, or 
5.4 percent from last year's 
second quarter — the larg¬ 
est percentage gain since 
mid-2008 and a sign of a 
healthy banking industryO 
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Volkswagen CEO to have contract extended to 2018 


BERLIN (AP) — Top direc¬ 
tors at German carmaker 
Volkswagen plan to give a 
two-year contract exten¬ 
sion to CEO Martin Winter- 
korn, who emerged on top 
of a power struggle this 
year with company patri¬ 
arch Ferdinand Piech. 

The automaker said 
Wednesday that the ex¬ 


ecutive committee of its 
supervisory board agreed 
to propose to the full 
board that Winterkorn 
be granted a contract 
through the end of 2018 
at a meeting scheduled 
for Sept. 25. 

Piech, for years Volkswa¬ 
gen’s dominant figure, re¬ 
signed as board chairman 


in April. He said in an inter¬ 
view that he was “at a dis¬ 
tance" from Winterkorn, 
but the CEO obtained 
support from other board 
members. 

The extension would keep 
Winterkorn, who is 68, on 
the job until he is 71. 

Piech did not outline pub¬ 
licly his reasons for falling 


out with Winterkorn. Volk¬ 
swagen is profitable and 
achieved its goal of pass¬ 
ing Toyota as the world's 
largest carmaker over the 
first six months of this year. 
But the company has 
struggled to reduce costs 
and improve market share 
in the United States. 

It now faces slackening 


demand in China, which is 
a key source of sales and 
profits, as well as head¬ 
winds in economically 
troubled Brazil and Russia.

NEW YORK (AP) — News 
Corp, Rupert Murdoch’s 
media empire, has con¬ 
firmed that Rebekah 
Brooks is returning to the 
top spot in London more 
than a year after she was 
acquitted of charges in 
a hacking scandal that 
shocked the U.K. 

The New York company 
said Wednesday that 
Brooks, 47, will be CEO of 
News UK, returning Mon¬ 
day to a role she left in 
2011 amid the hacking 
scandal at the company’s 
now defunct News of the 
World paper. 

News Corp has spent more 
than $500 million in legal 
settlements with hacking 
victims and other relat¬ 
ed costs after it came to 
light that reporters eaves¬ 
dropped on private voice- 
mails of thousands of peo¬ 
ple. 

Brooks began her career 
at News of the World in 
1989. She has long been 
considered a protege of 
Murdoch, who promoted 
her to senior positions in his 
British newspaper empire. 
She had casual access 
to senior figures in the Brit¬ 


ish government, getting 
advice from former Prime 
Minister Tony Blair and fre¬ 
quently socializing with 
Prime Minister David Cam¬ 
eron. 

The hacking scandal 
caused the shutdown of 
News of the World along 
with arrests of dozens of 
journalists, police and 
other officials, and it had 


seemed to put a prema¬ 
ture end to her rise as one 
of Britain’s most prominent 
media chieftains. 

But she was acquitted in 
June 2014 of charges re¬ 
lated to the phone hack¬ 
ing, bribing officials and 
obstructing police. She has 
said that she didn’t know 
of phone hacking while 
she was News of the World 


editor between 2000 and 
2003. 

The return of Brooks, who 
had maintained a low 
public profile since she and 
her husband were acquit¬ 
ted, was not welcomed 
by Labour Party legislator 
Chris Bryant. He had been 
a victim of phone hacking. 
"Rupert Murdoch has just 
stuck two fingers up to the 


British public and the thou¬ 
sands of people whose 
phones were hacked by 
News International,” he 
said, referring to a gesture 
that is considered vulgar in 
the U.K. “Hundreds of or¬ 
dinary journalists lost their 
jobs when Mr. Murdoch 
closed the News Of The 
World, but it seems Re¬ 
bekah Brooks is to get very 
special treatment.” 

He said the decision is “lu¬ 
dicrously premature” be¬ 
cause British prosecutors 
have said publicly they are 
mulling corporate charges 
against News Corp be¬ 
cause of its actions. 

The company on Wednes¬ 
day also said that David 
Dinsmore, the editor of the 
Sun, would become News 
UK’s COO and named 
Tony Gallagher as the tab¬ 
loid’s new editor. He has 
worked for the Daily Mail 
and Daily Telegraph pa¬ 
pers. 

News UK today includes 
the Sun, the Times and the 
Sunday Times papers. 
Brooks will also work on dig¬ 
ital efforts at News Corp, 
which separated from the 
entertainment conglom¬ 
erate Twenty-First Century 
Fox two years ago.Q 


Toy maker Lego sees strong growth, profit in all regions

HELSINKI (AP) — Lego says 
its popular multi-colored 
toy blocks were in strong 
demand around the world 
in the first half of the year, 
boosting its earnings and 
the outlook for the full year. 
Net profit in the first six 
months of 2015 was up 30 
percent at 3.6 billion kro¬ 
ner ($543 million) while sales 
grew to 14.1 billion kroner 


from 11.6 billion kroner a 
year earlier. 

The Danish privately-owned 
company said Wednesday 
it has expanded factories 
worldwide and “significant¬ 
ly increased investments,” 
resulting in double-digit 
growth in all regions, with 
strongest demand seen in 
Asia. 

CEO Joergen Vig Knud- 
storp described the result 
as "highly satisfactory” and 


said he expects good earn¬ 
ings for 2015. 

"This is especially encour¬ 
aging since we compare 
to 2014 when Lego movie 
products boosted our per¬ 
formance,” he said. 

Lego, known for its assort¬ 
ment of building blocks for 
children, also has a host 
of popular mobile phone 
apps and theme parks and 
launched “The Lego Mov¬ 
ie” in 2014. The film became 


the most popular animated 
feature of the year and sig¬ 
nificantly boosted sales. 
Lego announced in June a 
1 billion kroner investment 
to improve its search for 
new materials with which 
to make its toys, which are 
currently based on petro¬ 
chemicals. It opened a re¬ 
search center at its Danish 
headquarters for the pur¬ 
pose. The company says it 
had more than 300 differ¬ 


ent Lego sets on the market 
during the first half of 2015, 
ranging from heroic Nin¬ 
jas to the detailed Technic 
mobile crane and fantasy 
theme Lego Elves. 

Lego, which is not pub¬ 
licly listed, doesn’t release 
quarterly figures but has 
published earnings reports 
since 1997. It is based in 
Billund, Denmark, and em¬ 
ploys 15,000 people, up 
from 12,500 last year.Q

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Lots of trees to hug: Study counts 3 trillion trees on Earth

WASHINGTON (AP) — More 
than 3 trillion trees now 
grow on Earth, seven times 
more than scientists previ¬ 
ously thought. But it’s also 
trillions fewer than there 
used to be, a new study 
concludes. 

A United Nations-affiliated 
youth group had a goal of 
planting one billion trees 
and Yale forestry research¬ 
er Thomas Crowther was 
asked if planting that many 
trees would do anything 
to help combat human- 
made climate change. 
Trees capture and store 
heat-trapping carbon di¬ 
oxide. 

Crowther said first he had 
to figure out how many 
trees are on Earth and that 
number was far more than 
anyone expected: 3.04 tril¬ 
lion trees, according to a 
study published Wednes¬ 
day in the journal Nature. 
The previous estimate was 
400 billion trees and that 
rough count was based 
on satellite images peer¬ 
ing down from space. 
Crowther and colleagues 
used 429,775 ground-

based measurements 
along with satellite mea¬ 
surements and computer 
models to get a more ac¬ 
curate figure. 

“These things really domi¬ 
nate our planet,” Crowther 
said. “They are the most 
prominent organisms on 
our planet and there are 3 
trillion of them." 

But Earth used to be cov¬ 
ered with far more trees. 
Using computer models. 


Crowther and colleagues 
estimated that before hu¬ 
man civilization Earth had 
about 5.6 trillion trees. So 
the number of trees on 
Earth has been chopped 
nearly in half. 

Crowther mostly blames 
people. His study found 


that 15 billion trees are 
cut down each year by 
people, with another 5 bil¬ 
lion trees replanted. That's 
a net loss of 10 billion trees 
a year. At that rate, all of 
Earth's trees will be gone in 
about 300 years. 

“Humans are diminish¬ 
ing that huge population 
on such a global scale,” 
Crowther said. 

Nearly 1.4 trillion of Earth's 
trees are in tropical and 
subtropical forests, but 
that's also where the rate 
of forest loss is the highest, 
the study found. 

So if there are so many 
trees on the planet, the 
planting of a billion trees 
wouldn’t do too much to 
fight climate change on its 
own, Crowther conceded. 
But he said that didn’t stop 
the tree planters group: 
they just upped their goal. 
On its website. Plant for the 
Planet says the objective is 
now 18 billion 

Now that’s over many de¬ 
cades, and it might be 


hard to find space, but it 
can be done, Crowther 
said. Outside scientists 
such as Norm Christensen 
of Duke University said the 
way the study was con¬ 
ducted made sense and 
is well executed. But he 
wonders how useful if is to 
know the number of trees. 
Former U.S. Forest Service 
chief Mike Dombeck said 
the same thing, adding the 
issue is more than a num¬ 
ber but the big picture of 
whaf frees do fo help Earth 
and local ecosystems. 
Crowther said he and his 
colleagues all wondered 
the same thing, but the 
detailed maps of forest 
density can help conserva¬ 
tion efforts. For example, if 
a jaguar needs a certain 
number of trees to survive, 
this can help in rebuilding 
the right habitat for the 
large cat, Crowther said. 
Also, it spurs people to re¬ 
alize how important it is to 
take care of and replant 
forests, Crowther said. □ 


Nations’ pledges to cut 
emissions called insufficient 



BONN, Germany (AP) — 

Analysts tracking efforts to 
control greenhouse gas 
emissions say the reduc¬ 
tions pledged by major 
economies ahead of an 
envisioned climate pact 
this year won't be enough 
to avoid warming the Earth 
by 2 degrees Celsius (3.6 
degrees Fahrenheit) or 
more. 

That’s the benchmark 
governments have set to 
avoid the worst impacts 
of climate change. An 
analysis presented at U.N. 
climate talks Wednesday 
by Climate Action Tracker, 
a joint project by four Eu¬ 
ropean research groups, 
projected that pledges 


made so far would lead fo 
annual emissions of more 
than 55 billion tons in 2030. 
It said emissions need to 
be at least 17 billion tons 
lower to limit warming be¬ 


low 2 degrees C. The U.S., 
China and other countries 
accounting for two-thirds 
of global gas emissions 
have announced targets

NEW YORK (AP) — Nearly 
a year after the devas¬ 
tating hacking attack 
that leaked thousands of 
emails, Sony Pictures Enter¬ 
tainment again finds itself 
trying to justify its own inner 
dealings, this time over the 
upcoming Will Smith film 
about head trauma and 
the NFL, “Concussion.” 

The question surrounds just 
how hard-hitting is “Con¬ 
cussion,” a film due out in 
December that dramatizes 
the forensic pathologist. 
Dr. Bennet Omalu, who un¬ 
covered the fatal effects 
that repeated head trau¬ 
ma has had on many NFL 
players. 

After a New York Times re¬ 
port on Tuesday, based 
on leaked emails, that 
Sony blunted parts of the 
film to avoid upsetting the 
NFL, Sony fired back on 
Wednesday. 

In a statement, Sony Pic¬ 
tures called the Times story 
“misleading" and noted 
it was written without the 
benefit of seeing the film. 
“As will become immedi¬ 
ately clear to anyone ac¬ 
tually seeing the movie, 
nothing with regard to this 
important story has been 
‘softened’ to placate any¬ 
one," said Sony. 

Claims that “Concussion" 
was altered to appease 
the NFL proved inconclu¬ 


sive following an Associ¬ 
ated Press review of the 
leaked Sony emails regard¬ 
ing the production and po¬ 
sitioning of the film. 

Instead, the exchanges 
between Sony Pictures En¬ 
tertainment executives, 
lawyers, external consul¬ 
tants and filmmaker Peter 
Landesman paint a less 
definitive picture of the 
behind-the-scenes motiva¬ 
tions of script changes and 
strategy. 

“We always intended to 
make an entertaining, 
hard-hitting film about Dr. 
Omalu's David-and-Goli- 
ath story, which played out 
like a Hollywood thriller," 
said Landesman in a state¬ 
ment to the AP. 

“Anyone who sees the 
movie will know that it nev¬ 
er once compromises the 
integrity and the power of 
the real story.” 

While the emails reflect 
near-constant hand-wring¬ 
ing about NFL backlash, 
which prompted Sony to 
hire an independent con¬ 
sultant to manage the 
communications strategy 
with the NFL, 

the emails also show a rig¬ 
orous obsession with de¬ 
picting real people and 
events with accuracy and 
fairness. That's not an un¬ 
common practice for any 
fact-based movie — espe¬ 
cially one with awards aspi¬ 
rations. 

In early July 2014, Sony ex¬ 


ecutive Hannah Minghella 
sent page notes to a group 
of executives from a pre- 
greenlight meeting. “Rath¬ 
er than portray the NFL as 
one corrupt organization 
can we identify the indi¬ 
viduals within the NFL who 
were guilty of denying/ 
covering up the truth.” 
Landesman has acknowl¬ 
edged a scene featuring 
NFL commissioner Roger 
Goodell was cut from the 
film. 

Emails suggest that at one 
point, he tried to reach out 
to an NFL executive with 
the hope of getting more 
insight into a closed door 


conversation he sought to 
dramatize in the film. 

Later in July, Sony chairman 
Michael Lynton emailed 
then-co-chair Amy Pascal, 
writing that Landesman in¬ 
formed him that Sony attor¬ 
ney Aimee Wolfson “took 
out most of the bite for le¬ 
gal reasons with the NFL.” 
Concerns were motivated 
not just by the threat of re¬ 
course from the NFL, but 
in antagonizing the enor¬ 
mous potential audience 
of movie-going football 
fans. Emails show planning 
to promote Smith as “pro¬ 
football.” 

In October, Doug Belgrad, 


president of Sony’s mo¬ 
tion picture unit, wrote to 
a group of executives reit¬ 
erating their need to fact- 
check: “If we fudge or 
embellish the NFL’s actions 
on this issue, it could com¬ 
promise the success of our 
pic,” he said. 

Ultimately, despite the 
unprecedented glimpse 
into these internal deal¬ 
ings, more questions are 
raised than answered as to 
whether the development 
and marketing of “Con¬ 
cussion” 

is at all different from any 
other production about 
a hot-button issue. The 
leaked emails ran up until 
December, so they don’t 
cover the last nine months. 
The film’s trailer, which de¬ 
buted Monday, portrays 
the NFL as a foreboding 
opposition to Omalu's he¬ 
roic whistle-blowing. In it, 
he's warned: “You’re go¬ 
ing to war with a corpora¬ 
tion that owns a day of the 
week.” 

A handful of football re¬ 
porters and broadcasters 
who have seen “Concus¬ 
sion,” which opens in De¬ 
cember, have backed up 
Sony's defense of the film. 
NBC's Bob Costas, in a 
statement supplied by 
Sony, said: “It doesn’t ap¬ 
pear to me many punches 
were pulled.” 

Sports lllustrated’s Peter 
King, who has also seen 
the film, called it “a huge 
black eye for the NFL." Q 


Stephen Colbert one-ups Jeb 
Bush raffle with 1 of his own

NEW YORK (AP) — Score 
one for Stephen Colbert. 
Jeb Bush, a scheduled 
guest on Colbert’s first night 
hosting CBS’ “The Late 
Show” on Tuesday, recent¬ 
ly sent a letter to potential 
supporters raffling off a “VIP 
ticket" to the taping in ex¬ 
change for a $3 donation 
to his presidential cam¬ 
paign — a move a CBS en¬ 
tertainment spokesman 
said wasn’t a coordinated 
tie-in with the show. 

So Colbert took things into 
his own hands: In a video 
posted Wednesday, he 


praised the contest as “a 
great idea.” 

“But here’s the thing,” he 
said. “No one from Jeb’s 
campaign asked me if this 
was OK with me to raise 
money off my first show. 
Where’s my cut of that 
sweet three bucks. Gover¬ 
nor? Huh? “Two can play 
at this contest,” declared 
Colbert, unveiling his own 
raffle: For a $3 (or greater) 
contribution, you can enter 
for a chance to be his VIP 
guest to the premiere tap¬ 
ing. The winner gets to bring 
a friend, and the package 
also includes flights and ac¬ 
commodations at a four- 


star hotel. 

And another thing: “The 
lucky winner will get to 
submit one non-obscene 
question that I will ask Gov¬ 
ernor Bush on September 
8th,” says Colbert in the 
video. “For example, one 
question might be: ‘Don't 
you wish you’d consulted 
Stephen before launching 
your contest?”’ 

Bush responded to Col¬ 
bert Wednesday evening 
on Twitter. “I thought the 
host was Amy Schumer,” 
he deadpanned. “I totally 
blew it. But since it’s you, 
we’re lowering our contest 
fee to one dollar.”

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Review: Latest Fargo Don DeLillo receiving honorary 
adventure disappoints Nat ional Book Award

The latest adventure to 
feature the husband-and- 
wife archaeological team 
of Sam and Remi Fargo 
has an intriguing premise, 
but ultimately fails in the 
delivery of thrills. 

An area off the Guadalca¬ 
nal coast appears to have 
a major treasure under¬ 
neath the water, but the 
locals believe the area is 
cursed. When the Fargos 
can get people to talk 
about the rumors and leg¬ 
ends, they talk about can¬ 
nibal giants who devour 
anyone who gets too close 
to the ruins. The place is 
cursed, but that doesn’t 
stop the Fargos from inves¬ 
tigating. 

They explore leads from 
all around the region, but 
asking questions also puts 
them in danger. Will they 
be able to stay alive long 
enough to find the buried 
wealth?

Dean Jones, boyish Disney star, dies at 84

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Dean 
Jones, whose boyish good 
looks and all-American 
manner made him Disney’s 
favorite young actor for 
such lighthearted films as 
“That Darn Cat!” and “The 
Love Bug,” died of Parkin¬ 
son's disease in Los Ange¬ 
les on Sepf. 1. He was 84. 
Publicist Richard Hoffman 
announced Jones' passing 
on Wednesday. 

Jones’ long association 
with The Walt Disney Co. 
began after he received 
an unexpected call from 
Walt Disney himself, who 
praised his work on the TV 
show “Ensign O'Toole,” 
noting it had “some good 
closing sequences." Jones, 
himself a former Navy man, 
played the title role in the 
1962 sitcom. 

Jones puzzled over Dis¬ 
ney’s remark until it oc¬ 
curred to him that “Ensign 
O'Toole" preceded Dis¬ 
ney's own Sunday night 


show on NBC, and he real¬ 
ized Disney probably only 
watched each episode’s 
ending. 

Two years later, Jones 
heard from Disney again, 
calling this time to offer him 
a role in “That Darn Cat!” 
opposite ingenue Hayley 


Mills. His FBI agent Zeke Kel¬ 
so follows a crime-solving 
cat that leads him to a pair 
of bank robbers. 

Released in 1965, it would 
the first of 10 Disney films 
Jones would make, most 
of them in the supernatural 
vein. 


“I see something in them 
that is pure form. Jusf en¬ 
tertainment. No preach¬ 
ing," he told the Los Ange¬ 
les Times. “We’re always 
looking for social signifi¬ 
cance but maybe people 
just like to be entertained.” 
“The Love Bug” (1969) was 
the most successful of the 
genre, with Jones playing 
a struggling race-driver 
who acquires a Volkswa¬ 
gen that wins races for him. 
The Bug, named Herbie, 
has hidden human traits, 
and when it feels unappre¬ 
ciated it disappears. Jones 
must rescue Herbie from 
the hands of his nefarious 
rival and issue the car an 
apology before it wins the 
big race for him. 

After “The Love Bug,” Jones 
returned to the stage, win¬ 
ning the lead role of Rob¬ 
ert in “Company,” Stephen 
Sondheim's now-classic 
musical about marital 
angst, Manhattan-style. □ 


The foundation told the AP 
that Pulitzer Prize winner 
Jennifer Egan will introduce 
DeLillo at the 66th annual 
National Book Awards cer¬ 
emony, which takes place 
Nov. 18 in Manhattan. Pre¬ 
vious honorary winners in¬ 
clude Toni Morrison, Philip 
Roth and Norman Mailer. 
“Don DeLillo is unquestion¬ 
ably one of the greatest 
novelists of his generation,” 
Harold Augenbraum, the 
foundation’s executive di¬ 
rector, said in a statement. 
“He has had an enormous 
influence on the two gen¬ 
erations of writers that fol¬ 
lowed, and his work will 
continue to resonate for 
generations to come.” 
DeLillo has long been 
praised for his uncanny in¬ 
sights on technology, alien¬ 
ation and terrorism, even 
setting a Grief Manage¬ 
ment Council in the World 
Trade Center in his novel 
“Players,” which came out 
more than 20 years be¬ 
fore the Sept. 11, 2001, at¬ 
tacks. He told the AP that 
when he looks back on his 
work he thinks of if “as one 
writer’s shifting response to 
the challenges and public 
upheavals of the last 60 or 
70 years." “The moments, 
hours, days and years of 
Sepf. 11 were fhe ferrible 
reality that shaped one of 
my novels ‘Falling Man,' 
but I don’t think of myself as 
a writer whose earlier work 
embodied that event,” 
he said. “I’m reluctant to 
invoke another act of vio¬ 
lence but it's possible that 
the assassination of Presi¬ 
dent (John F.) Kennedy 
began to shape me as a 
writer even before I began 
work on my firsf novel.” 
DeLillo's ofher books in¬ 
clude “Running Dog,” "The 
Names” and “Point Ome¬ 
ga.” Asked to name some 
young writers he feels an 
affinity for, he joked that at 
his age “they’re all young¬ 
er." 

“Lists are a form of cultur¬ 
al hysteria so let's just say 
that the strong work keeps 
coming and that the nov¬ 
el as a form continues to 
provoke innovation on the 
part of younger writers,” he

Review: Gibney presents Steve 
Jobs’ darker side in new docu 


Fox News anchor 
sues Hasbro over toy 
hamster with her name

PROVIDENCE, R.l. (AP) — 

An anchor for Fox News is 
suing Hasbro for more fhan 
$5 million over a toy ham¬ 
ster that shares her name 
— and possibly even her 
resemblance. 

Harris Faulkner sued Has¬ 
bro this week over its plas¬ 
tic Harris Faulkner ham¬ 
ster, sold as part of the 
Pawtucket, Rhode Island- 
based company’s popular 
Littlest Pet Shop line. She 
says the toy wrongfully ap¬ 
propriates her name and 
persona, harms her profes¬ 
sional credibility as a jour¬ 
nalist and is an insult. 
“Hasbro's portrayal of 
Faulkner as a rodent is de¬ 
meaning and insulting," 
says the lawsuit, which was 
filed Monday in U.S. District 
Court in New Jersey. 
Faulkner has been at Fox 
News for a decade. She 
hosts the daytime show 
“Outnumbered” and an¬ 
chors a Sunday evening 
newscast. 

Her lawsuit says that in ad¬ 
dition to sharing her name, 
the toy bears a physical 
resemblance to Faulkner's 
traditional professional ap¬ 
pearance, including its 
complexion, eye shape 
and eye makeup design. 
The Harris Faulkner toy was 
introduced in 2014, ac¬ 
cording to the lawsuit, and 
was sold in a package as 


the pet hamster of a terrier 
named Benson Detwyler. 
Other toys in the popu¬ 
lar line include animals 
named Pancakes Watkins, 
Puffball Petrovsky and Pep¬ 
per Clark. 

The lawsuit says Faulkner 
never gave permission for 
Hasbro to use her name or 
likeness and that she even 
demanded in January that 
Hasbro stop using it. More 
than three weeks later, it 
was still for sale on Has- 
bro’s website, the lawsuit 
contends. It says that as of 
July, Faulkner’s name was 
still being used on a Has¬ 
bro website to sell Littlest 
Pet Shop products, and 
the plastic hamster that 
bears her name can still be 
bought at other online re¬ 
tail stores. 

Julie Duffy, a Hasbro 
spokeswoman, said the 
company doesn't com¬ 
ment on litigation, but she 
took issue with the lawsuit’s 
contention that the doll is 
a “known choking hazard 
that risks harming small chil¬ 
dren.” 

“The Littlest Pet Shop prod¬ 
uct identified, and all prod¬ 
ucts in the Littlest Pet Shop 
line, meet and exceed all 
safety standards,” Duffy 
said. 

Faulkner is seeking $5 mil¬ 
lion in damages and at¬ 
torney fees, plus any profits 
the company made on the 
toy.Q

Was Steve Jobs a brilliant 
visionary whose singular 
mind, capable of blend¬ 
ing art, technology and 
commerce as never be¬ 
fore, inspired the world 
to “think different” and 
changed the way we live? 
Or was he a ruthless busi¬ 
nessman who treated 
co-workers callously, took 
credit for the work of oth¬ 
ers, and often acted out of 
jealousy and spite? 
Documentarian Alex Gib¬ 
ney is known for pulling no 
punches when it comes to 
his subjects, most famously 
Scientology in his recent 
“Going Clear.” And so it 
should come as little sur¬ 
prise that in “Steve Jobs: 
The Man in the Machine,” 
he comes down heavily on 
that second, darker image 
of the Apple CEO. Even if 
you haven’t read much of 
the copious material out 
there on Jobs, who died in 
2011, you'll know some of 
this, especially his early at¬ 
tempt to dispute paternity 
of his first child, Lisa, even 
as he was raking in millions. 
But though Gibney doesn’t 
seem to come up with any¬ 
thing truly groundbreaking, 
there's surely more nega¬ 
tive stuff here — and lots 
more detail — than you've 
encountered before. 

With this, Gibney, a skilled 
filmmaker, has little trouble 
holding our attention for 


more than two hours. But 
he raises another tanta¬ 
lizing question, and then 
doesn’t really do enough 
to answer it: What does 
our collective adulation of 
Jobs and his creations say 
about US? Perhaps it was 
all too much for one movie. 
The film begins, wisely, with 
the stunning reaction to 
Jobs’ death of pancreatic 
cancer, similar to the grief 
that erupted with the pass¬ 
ing of John Lennon — only 
expressed in 2011 technol¬ 
ogy. We see the make¬ 
shift shrines outside Apple 
stores, and the ubiquitous 
hashtag #iSad. 

A young boy explains, in¬ 
credulously: “He made EV¬ 
ERYTHING!” On the news, 
Diane Sawyer speaks of “a 
global wake.” 

How to explain this impact? 
Gibney gathers footage 
both of the brash young 
Jobs with long hair, pro¬ 
claiming how the comput¬ 
er, once bulky and scary, 
will change people's lives, 
and famously giving the 
finger to IBM, and the older 
Jobs, in his second stint with 
Apple, pacing the stage 
in his black turtleneck and 
delighting fans at those 
much-awaited product 
launches. 

And there are much less 
flattering elements, in in¬ 
terviews with people who 
worked with (or loved) 
Jobs: for example. Bob Bel¬ 
leville, who came over from 


Xerox in the ‘80s. “How bad 
could this be?” Belleville 
recounts thinking before¬ 
hand. “I didn’t realize how 
bad it could be.” The mem¬ 
ories cause him to weep. 
We hear how Steve Woz- 
niak, the eventual Apple 
co-founder who began his 
journey with Jobs in a ga¬ 
rage, did much of the work 
on a video game the duo 
sold to Atari, but was iced 
out of most of the money 
by his friend. 

And there's school buddy 
and Apple employee Dan¬ 
iel Kottke, wondering suc¬ 
cinctly: “How much of an 
asshole do you have to be 
to be successful?" 

Chrisann Brennan, mother 
of Lisa Brennan-Jobs (Jobs’ 
daughter did not cooper¬ 
ate with the film; nor did his 
widow, Laurene Powell, or 
Apple itself), describes tell¬ 
ing Jobs she was pregnant 
and watching him clench 
his jaw and slam the door. 
There's also sobering de¬ 
tail on working conditions 
(and suicide rates) at the 
Chinese factories where 
Apple products are made; 
on a scandal involving Ap¬ 
ple stock options; and on 
Jobs’ zealous pursuit of the 
tech bloggers who wrote 
about an iPhone 4 proto¬ 
type accidentally left in a 
bar. We're also told how, 
contrary to Bill Gates and 
his huge philanthropy. Jobs

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Cecil and Caitlyn heat up the Halloween costume wars early

NEW YORK (AP) — Who 

gets to decide what grown 
people wear for Hallow¬ 
een? 

Apparently everybody. 

The Halloween wars fo¬ 
cused on pop culture cos¬ 
tumes have heated up 
early this year. Petitions and 
social media outrage are 
already flying over a blood- 
spattered dentist's smock 
paired with a Cecil-like lion 
head, along with a replica 
of Caitlyn Jenner's cream- 
colored corset set she wore 
for her joyful coming out on 
the cover of Vanity Fair. 

But exactly how do the 
latest examples in the cos¬ 
tume clashes for a holiday 
with a long, bawdy history 
differ from always off-base 
behavior like blackface, 
ala Julianne Hough, or 
Prince Harry’s turn as a non- 
Halloween Nazi? 

Is the rule of "too soon” at 


play? Has the digital age 
spawned an overly po¬ 
litically correct genie with 
no immediate plans to be 
stuffed back in the bottle? 
Richard Lachmann, a pro¬ 
fessor at the University at Al¬ 
bany who includes Hallow¬ 
een in his sociology of cul¬ 
ture course, said costumes 
seem to be more provoca¬ 
tive every year, with equally 
amped-up backlash. And 
there's always a base of 
people who feel it's an “ir¬ 
religious pagan holiday to 
begin with and are ready 
to be upset,” he said. 

Throw in a heavy dose of 
gore, loaded parody and 
ultra-sexy costumes, Lach¬ 
mann added, and Hal¬ 
loween is now a free-for-all 
debate on decency and 
where the never-OK line 
belongs. But is there a line 
at all? 

"It seems like there isn’t,” he 
said. “The point for adults is 
to be provocative, to do 


something that breaks the 
lines of what's considered 
acceptable." 

The fashion and lifestyle site 
Refinery29 is one of many 
online voices decrying Jen- 
ner costumes and accesso¬ 
ries, calling out one seller of 
a “Unisex Miss-ter Olympic 
Wig” that costs $14.99, in a 
recent update to a running 
attempt to take down the 
gear. Why? 

Because as the writer, Liz 
Black, said in her post: “Ev¬ 
ery Halloween, there al¬ 
ways seems to be a need 
for articles that explain why 
you shouldn’t dress up in a 
costume that mocks anoth¬ 
er marginalized culture.” 

At least four online sellers 
are hawking Jenner stuff, 
including one of the larg¬ 
est retailers. Spirit Hallow¬ 
een, but opponents have 
seen little satisfaction as 
the companies declare it's 
all in fun. 

"At Spirit Halloween, we 
create a wide range of 
costumes that are often 
based on celebrities, public 
figures, heroes and super¬ 
heroes,” said a statement 
from Lisa Barr, Spirit's senior 


director of marketing and 
creative. "Caitlyn Jenner 
is all of the above and our 
exclusive Caitlyn-inspired 
costume reflects just that.” 
Spirit's version goes for 
$49.99. The wig? Sold sepa¬ 
rately at $16.99 a pop. 
Anytimecostumes.com 
went with a cartoonish, 
beefy dude in a brown 
wig to show off its “Call me 
Caitlyn Unisex Adult Cos¬ 
tume” with a sash declar¬ 
ing just that, lest you not 
realize who it's supposed to 
be. It comes with a bustier 
and white shorty shorts for 
$74.99. Is it worth black¬ 
face-level anger? 
Lachmann’s not con¬ 
vinced. 

“With blackface there’s a 
link to the whole history of 
violence against African- 
Americans,” he said, echo¬ 
ing Black's train of thought 
on what many in the trans 
community regularly face. 
“Certainly people can try 
to convince others that it's 
not a good idea to wear a 
certain costume.” 

That’s exactly what animal 
rights activist Doreen Har¬ 
ley in Indianapolis set out to 


do in a dustup with Johna- 
thon Weeks, owner in Palm 
Springs, California, of Cos- 
tumeish.com. He came up 
with the "Lion Killer Dentist” 
costume based on Walter 
Palmer, the Minnesota den¬ 
tist who generated a world 
of wrath when he and his 
hunting party killed the be¬ 
loved Cecil in Zimbabwe. 
Weeks recently put the 
costume on sale for $59.99, 
upping the price to $99.99. 
Harley took to Facebook 
and Twitter to protest, and 
she started an online cam¬ 
paign to have Weeks pull 
the costume. She now has 
a promise from Weeks to 
donate his profits from the 
dentist's smock, lion head 
and bloody surgical gloves 
to a wildlife organization. 
"When I saw the costume, 
that disturbed me that 
someone was trying to 
make a profit off of this in¬ 
credibly disturbing story,” 
Harley said. 

Does she consider Caitlyn 
Jenner costumes equally 
insensitive and disturbing? 

"I have friends and family 
that are gay, transgender, 
lesbian. It does offend me. 
It’s almost like mocking 
someone. It is offensive to 
that community. I’m more 
passionate, I guess, toward 
animal rights. I have to pick 
and choose my battles and 
I’m choosing the Cecil the 
lion battle right now.” 

She wouldn't say whether 
she believes the Cecil cos¬ 
tume reaches that never- 
OK line, such as blackface: 
"I think adults get to decide 
what they want to wear for 
Halloween. “This is the one 
that stood out for me.” 

The lion-hunting dentist is 
just one of about 14,000 
costumes Weeks sells at 
Costumeish and a larger 
site, Brandsonsale.com. So 
far he has sold 50 bloody 
dentist costumes. Weeks 
plans a reverse take on 
Cecil with a lion suit that 
comes with a severed hu¬ 
man head, and possibly 
another costume with ex¬ 
tra-large trousers and little 
kids sticking out one side for 
people looking to dress as 
Jared Fogle, the fallen Sub¬
